City plans to spend up to $35 million at existing city hall!

On June 6, 2003, the City of 
San Jose public works department 
issued a request for certification 
(RFQ) “For remodeling of the 
existing City Hall... construction 
of a new parking garage, and 
demolition of the Health Build- 
ing.” The document goes on to 
say that, “The current estimated 
construction budget for this pro- 
gram 1s $35 million. Approxi- 
mately $9.7 million of this total 
is allocated for the new parking 


garage.”

Measure | promises and re- 
quires that proceeds be generated 
by the sale or lease of the old civic 
complex and that this generated 
revenue be used to offset the costs 
of the new consolidation of civic 
offices downtown. But can there 
be any “proceeds” if the old civic 
complex is remodeled and used 
exclusively or predominantly by 
the city government? 

According to the public

Lower property assessments Grupos de derechos humanos piden 
hit San José Redevelopment 


San José — The prolonged 
and severe recession in Silicon 
Valley has dramatically reduced in- 
dustrial and commercial property 
values and the resulting tax rev- 
enues that support redevelopment 
projects in San José, according to 
the Santa Clara County Assessor's 
Office last Tuesday. 

Assessed values in San José 
redevelopment areas have declined 
an estimated 10 percent, compared 
to the projections of no change 
made by the redevelopment agency 
in the budget adopted by the city 
council on June 10. 

As a result, tax increment rev- 
enue from San Jose redevelopment 
areas in the coming year will drop 
an estimated 11 percent from the 
$187 million originally projected 
by the Redevelopment Agency to 
an estimated $167 million. 

The $20 million reduction 
could have supported approxi- 
mately $200 million in redevelop- 
ment bonds for investing in new

improvements in neighborhoods, 
atfordable housing, industrial de- 
velopment, and downtown. The 
San Jose Redevelopment Agency 
five-year plan currently calls for 
$544 million for these projects. 

“This is devastating news for 
the people of San Jose that have 
been working so hard with us to 
improve neighborhoods, build af- 
fordable homes, provide high qual- 
ity and affordable child care. and 
create jobs,” said San José Mayor 
Ron Gonzales. 

Gonzales said news of falling 
redevelopment tax revenue comes 
on top of the prolonged uncertainty 
caused by the continuing state bud- 
get crisis. Current budget propos- 
als by the Governor and Legisla- 
ture could take away even more re- 
development funding from cities 
throughout California. If adopted, 
they would require even more re- 
ductions for San José’s plans to in- 
vest in community improvements. 

“Such a crippling combination 
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of recession, unemployment, fall- 
ing property values and state bud- 
get threats could derail our ability 
to build a better future for the 
people of San Jose,” he said. “It is 
very disappointing and frustrating 
that we won't be able to deliver as 
many of the benefits of redevelop- 
ment to our residents as we had 
planned. 

“T have directed agency statt 
to freeze spending immediately on 
everything we can and to bring new 
budget-balancing alternatives to 
me for my recommendation to the 
city council in August. We must put 
everything on the table to consider 
for cutting. 

“We don't know when the 
state will adopt a budget, but we 
do know this: we must be ready to 
scale back our investments even 
further in affordable housing, child 
care, strong neighborhoods, and 
job creation when it does.”

In spite of 
earning what Americans might con- 
sider little better than starvation 
wages, undocumented workers 
manage to send some money back 
home.

The major beneficiaries of un- 
documented workers are of course 
the companies hiring them and to 
a considerable degree the average 
American. The cost of services 
would go up significantly if the 
work done by undocumented 
workers had to be done by Ameri- 
cans. 

Getting to these minimum 
wage jobs is an expensive journey. 
Since the U.S. government has 
made the “easy” entry point impos- 
sible to cross, undocumented 
workers keep risking more and 
more. Inevitably, they turn to coy- 
otes —smugglers— and pay them 
up to a thousand dollars to get them 
across. Smugglers are of course un- 
scrupulous people. Those who 
caused the death of nineteen people 
in Texas are being charged with 
criminal acts and could end up get- 
ting the death penalty.

La historia que me cuentas es común en muchas 
mujeres en la actualidad y podríamos analizar varios 
puntos que te pueden ayudar a poner fin a este ciclo. 

1-Carbohidratos procesados.

Model Lineup 

Hyundai Accent is available in 
three-door hatchback and four- 
door sedan body styles.

The base Accent ($9,499) is 
indeed basic, offering air condi- 
tioning as an option ($750).

The front seats in GL models 
move in multiple ways to conform 
for leg length, seat height, lumbar 
curve, seatback tilt and headrest 
position.

There ts no easy solution to 
deal with the undocumented work- 
ers who come to the U.S. Its un- 
likely that illegal immigration will 
ever be completely eliminated. Yet, 
much can and should be done to 
improve the situation. The U.S. and 
Mexican governments need to de- 
velop programs matching willing 
workers and American companies. 

Of course. efforts should be 
made to find American workers. 
But when they are not available, 
Mexican nationals should be al- 
lowed into our country legally. 
with proper documents. The need 
for smugglers should disappear. 
We should not spend money try- 
ing to apprehend people at the 
Mexican border any more than we 
are at the Canadian border. 

Regulating the flow of immi- 
gration would not only benefit our 
economy, but it would also make 
us more secure. We need to know 
who is in our country. And we need 
to control who comes in and make 
sure that we allow in only those 
who come to work and not indi- 
viduals who may pose a threat to 
us.
